Peres says Israel gave its consent 

U.S. changes stance on PLO

Israel had consented to the sub- 
stitution by the U.S. of its condition 
that the PLO recognize Israel’s right 
to exist with the condition that the 
PLO agree to direct negotiations 
with Israel, Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres said yesterday. The condition 
is one of the three the U .S. says must 
be fulfilled before it will agree to 
PLO participation in peace talks. 

Briefing the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee. 
Peres said this condition was in addi- 
tion to the two basic American de- 
mands that the PLO give up terror- 
ism and subscribe to U.N. Security 
Council resolutions 242 and 338 on 
the Middle East. 

When the U.S. sought the green 
light for this change, and Israel gave 
it, Peres said. Israel stressed that it 
was not adopting the American poli- 
cy towards the PLO as its own, but 
was merely agreeing not to object to 
it. 

Yosef Sarid (Citizens Rights 


Movement) at once commented that 
the change was to Israel’s disadvan- 
tage, since the Arab world had 
balked for so long at recognizing the 
right of the Jewish state to exist. 

Peres also said that the govern- 
ment regards the resumption of aliya 
from the Soviet Union as much more 
important than the restoration of 
diplomatic ties. “If they agree to 
renew aliya, we shall waive our 
objections to their taking part in an 
international conference on the Mid- 
dle East." he said. 

Peres said that Israel, Jordan and 
the U.S. agree that an international 
conference would not be authorized 
to enter substantive peace nego- 
tiations. 

Should the Arab states or anyone 
else demand that tbe proposed peace 
conference involve itself io the 
actual talks, he said, the U.S. as well 
as Israel would reject the demand as 
unacceptable, be said. 

The prime minister noted that 


although King Hussein of Jordan 
and President Mubarak of Egypt 
reject the idea of a Palestinian state 
and call for a Jordanian -Palestinian 
confederation, the Soviet Union still 
advocates an independent Palesti- 
nian state. 

Peres said that both Israel and the 
U.S. are still searching for a clear 
and unequivocal interpretation of 
the new rapprochement between 
Jordan and Syria. “It is not clear just 
what Syria intends, but we assume 
that one objective is to dissolve King 
Hussein's February agreement with 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat," he said. 

He said that U.S. senior diplomat 
Richard Murphy would come to 
Jerusalem at the end of tbe week to 
brief him on the outcome of the 
Geneva summit. In U.S.-Soviet con- 
tacts before the summit, Peres said, 
the Middle East had been pushed 
into the background. The U.S. had 
:k™rn a lack of enthusiasm ab?u* 
the possibility of the Soviet Union 
taking part in any international con- 
ference on the Middle East, he said. 


Hijackers jailed, face more charges 


GENOA (AP). - The four Palesti- 
nians charged with the Achille Laura 
hijacking last month and an accom- 
plice were convicted yesterday of 
Illegal possession of arms and explo- 
sives and were given prison sent- 
ences ranging from four to nine 
years. 

All the defendants face a trial at a 
Later date on charges of kidnapping 
and murdering Leon Klingh offer, an 
American Jewish passenger abroad 
the Italian cruise liner. 

Three judges convicted the five 
men after a one-day trial. They de- 
liberated for-two hours and 20 mi- 
nutes before announcing the ver- 
dicts. 

The stiff est sentence of nine years 
plus a fine of 3 million lire (about 
S1.700) was given to Mohammad 
Issa Abbas, who was arrested in 
Genoa carrying false passports

several days before the ship sailed. 
Press reports have said he is a distant 
cousin of Mohammad Abbas, the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 


official believed to have master- 
mined the hijacking. 

The lightest sentence of four years 
was given to Ahmad Marrouf al- 
Assadi, who in the morning testified 
that weapons for the attack were 
brought into Italy by aides to Abbas, 
the PLO official. 

Youssef Magjd al-Molqi, the self- 
described leader of the group drew 
an eight-year sentence, Ibrahim 
Fatayer Abdelatif got seven years 
and three months, and Bassam al- 
Ashker, the youngest of the defen- 
dants at 19, was sentenced to six 
years and six months. 

Prosecutor Luigi Carli, when re- 
commending sentences of four to 
nine years to the court, said he did 
not ask for the maximum 12 years 
because they fought “for a cause 
which even if using terrorist 
methods, cannot be considered de- 
void of valid reason.” 


Settlers ‘almost broke law’

TEL AVIV. - Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir said a statement 
issued by West Bank and Gaza Strip 
settlers “borders on being a criminal 
offence." 

He suggested tbe government 
warn the settlers, but did not advo- 
cate any legal action, presumably 
because the settlers themselves 
eventually backed down. 

Zamir’s letter which was made 
public yesterday was addressed to 
the Defence Ministiy’s legal adviser 
Moshe Kochanovski. Kochanovski 
had requested the legal opinion fol- 
lowing a statement the Council of 


Jewish Settlements in Judea, Samar- 
ia and Gaza had adopted on Novem- 
ber 4. 

In that statement, issued after a 
closed meeting in Ofra, the settlers 
said the public ought not obey any 
government decision to yield 
“sovereignity” in Jerusalem, the 
West Bank, Gaza or the Golan. 

The attorney-general concen- 
trated on the phrase stating: “We 
shall treat any regime in Israel com- 
mitting one of these crimes as if it is 
an illegal regime, as General de 
Gaulle had treated the Vichy regime 
of Marshal Petain, who betrayed 
the French people signing a paper

Egyptians start 
RasBurka trial 

SUEZ (Reuter). - An Egyptian 
policeman accused of killing seven 
Israelis and wounding two others at 
Ras Burka in Sinai last month has 
gone on trial before a military tri- 
bunal, his lawyers said yesterday. 

They said the closed-door trial, 
which began last Saturday with two 
sessions of formalities at a desert 
army headquarters near here, will 
resume on Saturday. 

Ten lawyers volunteered to de- 
fend Soliman Khater without pay- 
ment. The lawyers said they chal- 
lenged the court’s competence to try 
Khater and charged that his trial was 
unconstitutional. 


Sudan lacked men to stop Jews’ flight 


KHARTOUM (Reuter). - The 
Sudanese authorities made deter- 
mined efforts to prevent foreign 
organizations from smuggling Ethio- 
pian Jews to Israel from 1981 to 
1984, according to secret documents 
read in court here yesterday. 
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The documents from the files of 
Sudan's state security service 
showed, however, that the author- 
ities lacked tbe men and resources to 
stop the operation. 

When the Sudanese did arrest 
Americans in connection with the 
smuggling, tbe U.S. Embassy in 
Khartoum and a senior member of 
the U.S. Senate brought pressure to 
bear on Sudan, tbe papers showed. 

Some 30 documents were read by 
a prosecution witness in the trial of 
former vice president Omar al- 
Tayeb for high treason for his part in 
moving the Ethiopian Jews to Israel 
in the winter of 1984-85. 

One letter said that after the au- 
thorities detained two members of 
the American League for Ethiopian 
Jews, Charles Percy, then chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee, expressed his deep anxi- 
ety to the Sudanese Embassy in 
Washington, and Sudan agreed to 
release them. 

The two Americans were later 
re-arrested is the southern Sudanese 
capital of Juba, and the U.S. consul 
in Khartoum offered to hire a private 
plane to fly them to die capital, a 
separate memo added. 

A senior security official wrote 
that their release a second rime 
helped to “Neutralize any pressure 
from the (U.S.) Jewish Lobby which 
might mar” a visit to Washington by 
then president Ja’afar Numeiri. 

A report written in January 1985 
said the office of the UN High Com- 
mission for Refugees in the eastern 
town of Gedaref had contributed 
fends to the smuggling operations. 


New crisis 
ifWeizman 
visits Cairo

If Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman insists on accepting an in- 
vitation to Cairo, it could cause 
another coalition crisis, Likud 
sources warned last night. 

Foreign Minister Shamir's office 
last night issued a statement firmly 
opposing tbe Weizman trip, saying 
that "all foreign contacts must be 
made through the Foreign Minis- 
try.” 

The statement said the ministry 
has not received any notice of an 
Invitation to Weizman, “but if the 
Egyptians are interested in impro- 
ving relations, they should do it 
through the Foreign Ministry.” 

Weizman has not yet decided 
whether to accept the Cairo invita- 
tion. 

'Likud sources said a Weizman 
acceptance would lead to a coalition 
crisis, ‘‘if he insists on talking ?bont 
bilateral relations while there.” The 
sources added that as far as they 
could see, “Weizman has no ministry 
so therefore there's no reason for him 
to go, unless it's as a tourist.” 


GENEVA (AP). - Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev arrived in 
Geneva yesterday for the first 
superpower summit in six years 
and immediately challenged 
President Reagan “to halt the 
unprecedented arms race." 

But Reagan stood by his search for 
his space-based defence plan, com- 
monly called “Star Wars" but for- 
mally known as the Strategic De- 
fence Initiative. “I think when that's 
explained to him. he'll find it will 
help us end the arms race." the U.S. 
president said at a separate welcom- 
ing ceremony hosted by the Swiss 
government. 

Asked by reporters what he 
thought about Gorbachev's state- 
ment. Reagan said, “We both must 
have the same intentions. If he feels 
as strongly that way as I do. then 
we'll end the arms race." 

Just minutes after his Aeroflot jet 
touched down, the Soviet leader set 
the tone for the two-day meeting, 
beginning today, by zeroing in on 
Star Wars. The Kremlin has deman- 


ded that the U.S. abandon the prog- 
ramme to build a space-bused de- 
fence shield, but Reagan h.is 
pledged to pursue research and idl- 
ing. 

Gorbachev, wearing a ha: and 
topcoat as a strong wind whipped 
across the airport runway and drove 
temperatures below freezing, was 
accompanied by his wife Rais:.. They 
were welcomed by Swiss president 
Kurt Fureler. who told the ir.\; c ; 
leader that he and Reagan are in 
position "to help the destiny ..t 
humanity." 

Reagan arrived in Geneva on 
Saturday night. At a formal arrival 
ceremony yesterday in an 18th- 
century villa called Le Reposoir 
(The Place of Rest). Reagan said 
people should stop calling his re- 
search programme Star Wars and 
should star! “calling it what it is. a 
defensive shield instead of an offen- 
sive weapon." 

Before sitting down with Furgler 
to pose for photographs. Reagan 
and his wife Nancy participated in a

Peres to superpowers: 
Discuss ‘human issues’

Prime Minister Peres said yester- 
day that millions of people through- 
out the world will lift their eyes to 
Geneva today in the hope that the 
leaders of the two superpowers will 
discuss the "human issues” and not 
only their respective interests. 

He was addressing a special Knes- 
set session on Israel's demand that 
the subject of Soviet Jewry be taken 
up at the summit conference. 

Peres read the names of 15 former 
Prisoners of Zion who served "their 
unjust sentences" and are still not 
permitted to emigrate to Israel. 
Then he read the names of "21 
innocent people now in Soviet jails. " 


The list began with Anatoly Shchar- 
anskv and ended with five people 
who were imprisoned after Gor- 
bachev's rise to power. 

Many persons in many countries 
are wondering whether the rise of 
Gorbachev and his contemporaries 
represents merely a change in the 
age and tone of Soviet leadership or 
whether it signals a change in 
approach and content. Peres.said. 

President Herzog attended the 
session, as did State Comptroller 
Yitzhak Tunik. Bank of Israel Gov- 
ernor Moshe Mandelbaum. and for- 
mer Knesset speaker Menahem 
Savidor. Some 60 Knesset members 
were in their seats during the minis-

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Bill on PLQ contacts 
toughened in committee

A bill aimed at making virtually all 
meetings with PtO figures a crimin- 
al offence has been prepared in the 
Knesset Law Committee in a more 
stringent form than originally 
tabled. 

The amendment to the Prevention 
of Terrorism Ordinance, which is to 
come back to the plenum next week 
for its second and third readings, 
would penalize Israelis who meet 
people connected with any organiza- 
tion defined as "terrorist." The bill 
would make it an offence for an 
Israeli to meet with such a function- 
ary even without prior intent, or for 


an Israeli journalist to interview a 
functionary. 

Israeli journalists would be at 
liberty to attend press conferences 
given by a PLO functionary if repre- 
sentatives of the world media are 
present. 

Israeli academics would be at 
liberty to attend an international 
symposium addressed by a PLO 
functionary, provided the event is 
academic in character and organized 
by a legitimate scientific institution 
and that the Israeli has no political 
contact with the PLO man. 

The bill would make it an offence 
for an Israeli arizen to meet a PLO 
functionary who is a close relative. 


‘Elections prevented shipyard firings’

Former finance minister Yoram 
Aridor prevented staff cuts at the 
Israel Shipyards in Haifa in 1981 
because of calculations connected 
with that year's Knesset election 
campaign. Transport Minister Haim 
Corfu told the Knesset State Control 
Committee yesterday. 

Corfu w as speaking in a discussion 
on the State Comptroller's report on 
the shipyards. 

Committee chairman David Liba’i 
(Alignment) said that under succes- 
sive Likud governments, at least half 
of the employees at the shipyards 
continued to receive salaries without 
doing any work. 


The secretary of the staff commit- 
tee at the shipyards said that there is 
no money left to pay next month's 
salary, severance pay. or pensions. 
Because of the financial crisis, he 
said, the workers are threatening to 
detach floating docks from the quay 
and let them drift out into the 
Mediterranean. 


Israel Shipyards board chairman 
Mordechai Zipori (a former Likud 
cabinet minister), said that if the 
U.S. Navy agrees to order sub- 
marines from the shipyards, this 
would proride work worth an annual 
SI- million for 12 years to 500 em- 
ployees.

Treasury to urge PM to cut 
defence budget by $180m.

Treasury heads are to trv again 
this evening to convince Prime 
Minister Peres that it is necessary to 
cut some SlSO million from the De- 
fence Ministry budget for the coming 
fiscal year within the framework of 
an overall $600m. budget slash. 

Peres so far has rejected the prop- 
osal for a deep cut in defence spend- 
ing. According to reliable sources, 
the premier is under pressure from 
the American administration not to 
axe the military budget, the adminis- 
tration has even offered to enlarge 
the amount of "non-earmarked 


to 


military aid" if Israel decides 
leave intact the defence budget. 

But the Finance Ministry has in- 
sisted that the cut in the defence 
budget is necessary to fulfil the 
targeted S600m. overall cut. Treas- 
ury officials said yesterday that the 
proposed cut is the key to the pro- 
jected reform in the income-tax sys- 
tem and to the success of the govern- 
ment's economic programme. 

Additional friction between Peres 
3nd Finance Minister Moda'i steins 
from the premier's greater willing- 
ness to aid firms and other sectors 
suffering financial hardship.

Peres expressed Israel's agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union that 
what is at issue is not simply emigra- 
tion from that country but specifical- 
ly the immigration of Jews to Israel. 
Israel favours direct flights from the 
Soviet Llnion. he s3id. 

Peres said that Israel would press 
its demand in a loud but diplomatic 
voice - "and I see no contradiction 
between the two. Not one of us 
suggests that we lower our public 
voice, and certainly not one of us 
proposes that we neglect the di- 
plomatic effort.” 

He said that President Reagan. 
Secretary of State Shultz, and other 
leaders of the U.S. administration 
have more than once shown an in- 
terest in the question of Soviet Jew- 
ish emigration. 

"I have reason to believe that this 
subject will be on their agenda, as it 
is on ours." Peres said. 

He expressed hope that the Soviet 
Union would listen to his appeal, 
and that it would also take "u con- 
structive. and not a one-sided stand, 
in Middle East Affairs." 

Peres called on the Soviet leaders: 
"Remember the suffering of the in- 


dividuals. the broken families, of the 
children without a mother, the long- 
ing of women for their imprisoned 
husbands. Let my people go!" 

Speaker Shlomo Hillel said that 
the true test of the Soviet Union in 
the eyes of the world will be its 
attitude towards the Jews and in 
ensuring their national and human 
rights. 

Miriam Glaser-Ta'asa. chairman 
of the Aliya and Absorption Com- 
mittee. said that Ida Nudel spoke on 
the telephone yesterday to her sister 
in Israel. She said that Nudel has 
been fighting 15 years for the right to 
go to Israel. 

She noted that the plenum of the 
Communist Party will meet io 
February, and she expressed hope 
that Nudel would be allowed to leave 
by then. Nudel’s sister reported that 
for the first time she heard Ida speak 
in a broken voice. "The Soviet Un- 
ion has apparently succeeded in 
breaking her strength to some ex- 
tent," Glaser-Ta'asa commented. 

The Democratic Front for Peace 
and Equality boycotted the special 
session. In a press communique it 
said that all the Jews who wanted to 
leave the Soviet L^nion had already 
left. The few who still wish to leave 
are permitted to do so. it said.

relinquishing most of the territories 
of historical France including its 
capital Paris. 

Zamir took issue also with another 
article which claimed that any deci- 
sion concerning the future of Judea. 
Samaria and Gaza would be "illeg- 
al" because it would be a gross 
violation of several laws including 
the Law of Return, the laws annex- 
ing Jerusalem and the Golan and 
what the settlers called Israel's 
"basic constitution." 

That stresses “settlement and 
sovereignty in all parts of Eretz Yis- 
rael." 

Zamir said legally “there is no 
basis to the (settlers’) presumptuous 
assertion. 

"One can only be surprised at a 
public organization which irrespons- 
ibly adopts such serious and danger- 
ous statements. ] will add that the 
things said in that resolution border 
on being criminal (offences).” he 
wrote. 

The attorney-general stated that 
he and the courts continuously ex- 
amine the legality of government 
decisions. If every public body were 
to assume the right to determine the 
legality of government decisions, the 
country would be on the road to "the 
destruction of the rule of the law. the 
collapse of the social structure, and 
to the crumbling of the foundations 
of the stare.” 

However. Zamir went on to note 
that three days after making that 
statement, the executive of the 
Council of Settlements adopted a 


new one in which the settlers “do not 
explicitly dissociate themselves from 
the (original) decision.” Zamir 
noted. However they "do not repeat 
the assertion regarding the illegality 
of decisions.. .or plans by the prime 
minister or the cabinet.” 


Zamir therefore concluded by 
suggesting the council be “warned” 
of the danger in making statements 
similar to its original one. 


Gush Emunim said yesterday it 
would not recognize a government 
decision to cede Israeli sovereignty 
in the administered territories, but it 
did not advocate civil disobedience 
in case such a resolution is passed.

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Demonstrators urge action on Soviet Jewry

Some 1,000 people called for 
allowing Soviet Jews to emigrate in a 
demonstration outside the U.S. 
consulate in Jerusalem yesterday 
afternoon. 

The demonstrators, who marched 
from Rachel's Tomb in Betblebem 
to the consulate, also urged the su- 
perpowers at the Geneva summit to 
discuss the release of Prisoners of 
Zion in labour camps. From the 
consulate, the demonstrators, hold- 
ing lit candles, marched to the West- 
ern Wall. 

Thousands of demonstrators are 
expected at the Western Wall plaza 


at 3.30 p.m. today for a rally on 
behalf of Soviet Jewiy. timed to 
coincide with the summit meeting. 


Jerusalem's Pardes Institute this 
morning is to begin a 60-hour "'learn - 
in” dedicated to Soviet Jewry. The 
public is invited to attend the prog- 
ramme, which begins at 7 a.m. Stu- 
dents will go over traditional and 
modem texts, and will launch a 
letter-writing campaign to Soviet 
Jews. 


In another development. Telem. 
the Movement for Zionist Fulfil- 
ment, yesterday awarded mem- 
bership in the aliya organization to 
800 Soviet Jews who hold Israeli 
citizenship despite the Russian au- 


thorities' refusal to allow them to 
settle in Israel. 

A Russian immigrant who recent- 
ly arrived from Odessa accepted the 
certificates on their behalf. Telem. 
which pre-motes aliya among young 
people in the U.S. and elsewhere, 
was represented at the Beit Hanassi 
ceremony by 2(30 immigrants who 
were Telem members abroad. Presi- 
dent Henrog said he hopes they will 
serve as examples to their peers in 
the Diaspora. 

A vigil was started yesterday 
morning outside the U.S. embassy 
in*Tel Aviv by former Prisoners of 
Zion. The vigil, on behalf of Soviet 
Jewiy. is to continue until the Gene- 
va talks are over. 


Police to get 
nine per cent 
pay increase

The Treasury and tbe Police 
Ministry agreed last night on a two- 
stage, 54 million pay rise for police- 
men. 

Half of the pay rise will be given to 
the lowest-paid policemen next 
month in their November pay slips. 
The other half will be paid with tbe 
April salaries to everybody on the 
force. 

The rise, a 9-per cent equalization 
with array salaries, was deemed 
necessary because last April a dis- 
parity developed between police and 
army salaries, which are ostensibly 
linked. An April cost-of-living in- 
crease for civil servaots - which 
include police - had been limited to 9 
per cent, while the army got an 18 
per cent cost-of-living increase. 

The wives of policemen holding a 
hunger strike in front of the Prime 
Minister’s Office in Jerusalem said 
last night that they would continue 
their protest. The protesters said 
they were not satisfied by the agree- 
ment. 

Still a matter of dispute between 
the Treasury and the police is 
whether the linkage between police 
and army salaries will continue. The 
Treasury wants to sever the Jink by 
April 1. 

The hunger strikers set up their 
tent and hung posters decrying low 
wages for officers yesterday morn- 
ing. 

■ "in another development, police 
sources confirmed that in the future 
there will be stricter adherence to 
retirement rules, so that younger 
officers can move into top positions 
in the force. 

There are more than a dozen offic- 
ers at the highest levels of the force 
who have stayed on beyond the 
mandatory retirement age of 55. and 
this has caused a bottleneck in the 
already slow promotion process in- 
side the force. 

Meanwhile, Inspector General 
David Kraus yesterday sent a Beit 
Shemesh detective on vacation, sus- 
pending him from service for at least 
a week without pay for refusing to 
evict policemen's wives who demon- 
strated at the Beit Shemesh station 
last week during a visit there by- 
Kraus and Police Minister Bar-Lev. 


Three shooting suspects’ houses sealed

TEL AVIV. - Security' forces sealed 
three houses in the village of Sa'ir 
northeast of Hebron because some 
of their occupants allegedly fired at 
civilian and military' vehicles in the 
West Bank, a military source said 
yesterday. 

The source said the homes were 
sealed late Sunday night, several 
hours after a bulldozer demolished 
tbe home of Abdel Hamid al-Touss, 
the sole surviving member of a ter- 
rorist cell based in the village of 
Surif. 

The military source would not say 
when the group from Sa'ir had 
attacked tbe vehicles, or when its 


members were arrested, and would 
not name them. "We don't talk 
about names on principle." he told 
The Jerusalem Post. 


The East Jerusalem-based Pales- 
tine Press Services said the group - 
which it described as a PLO armed 
cell - was arrested two weeks aco 
and included Moussa Abdallah 
Abed Darwish Jaradat. his relative 
Jihad Amir Jaradat and Abdallah 
Hamed Shalaldeh. all 18 years old. 
The fourth member was named as 
Abdallah Shalaldeh's 16-year-old 
brotherHussein. 


The military source said the four 
have not vet been tried. 


SLA bombards area north of zone

Court rejects Kahane’s 
petition on racist bills 


The High -Court of Justice yester- 
day rejected a petition by Kach MK 
Meir Kahane in which he demanded 
t|aat the Knesset Speaker be ordered 
to table his two private member's 
bills on limiting the rights of non- 
flj Jews and on banning sexual relations 
between Jews and non- Jews. 

The courr last month upheld 
Kahane’s right to present the bibs 
and found that.the Knesset Speaker 
was not authorized to block a bill 
because of . its racist content. Last 
- Wednesday. - however, the Knesset 
voted to amend the Knesset Rules to 
• prohibit the Knesset Speaker and his 
deputies from tabling any private 
member's bill which they find “racist 
in nature or which negates the exist- 
ence of the State of Israe I as the state 
of the Jewish -people.” 

Kahane then petitioned that 
- Speaker Shlomo HiJlel be found in 
.. contempt of court for failing to table 
his bills. Buf the court stated that its 
previous ruling was a declarative 
vfl judgement and had no operative 
value. The Guntempt of Court Ordi- 
nance, the court pointed out, does 
not pertain to declarative judge- 
ments. 

Kahane's attorney argued that the 
. change in the Knesset Rules con- 


cerning bills deemed racist, had not 
taken effect since it had not yet been 
approved by the Knesset/ In any 
case, he said, the amended rules 
would not affect Kahane's bills since 
they had been submined to the 
Knesset presidium about a year ago. 

Attorney Renato Jarach arguing 
for the state, said that the "High 
Court's ruling upholding Kahane’s 
right to table the bills was a declara- 
tive judgement intended to solve a 
dispute over the interpretation of the 
Knesset Rules. 

Jarach also said that Section 6 of 
the Contempt of Court Ordinance 
empowering courts to fine or impris- 
on persons failing to carry out its 
orders applied only to court orders 
and operative judgements. 

Justice Aharon Barak, writing 
for the court, accepted the 
state's arguments. Justices Shlomo 
Levin and Mordechai Ben-Dror 
joined his opinion. 

Barak conceded that the failure to 
comply with a declarative judgement 
is illegal. However, such failure did 
not constitute contempt of court, be 
said. Since Kahane has asked the 
Court to find the Knesset Speaker in 
contempt of court, Barak stated, the 
High Court decided to dismiss his 
petition. (Itim) 
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Fate of three kidnapped 
Lebanese Jews in doubt

BEIRUT (AP). - An offer by an 
underground group to trade four 
kidnapped Jews for 300 Shi'ites 
allegedly held by Israel drew' a ques- 
tion mark yesterday over the fate of 
thiee other missing Jews in Leba- 
non. 

Police said eight Lebanese Jews 
have been kidnapped in Moslem 
West Beirut since March 1984. 

The body of one of them, Raoul 
Mizrahi, was found near the city's 
airport on July 33, 1984, two weeks 
after his abduction. 

A group calling itself the “Orga- 
nization of the Oppressed on 
Earth," declared in a statement dis- 
tributed Sunday that it is holding 
four Jews, and offered to trade them 
for 300 Shi'ites it said are held in an 
Israeli detention comp at Khiam. in 
South Lebanon. 

The IDF spokesman on Sunday 
denied that- Israel has any such de- 
tention centre in South Lebanon, 
but said the South Lebanese Army 
maintains one at Khiam in the secur- 
ity zone. 

Die group, which is believed 
made up of Shi'ite militants loyal to 
Iran, distributed Polaroid pictures of 
the four hostabes along with the 
typewritten Arabic statement offer- 
ing the swap. 

The four were identified as Isaac 


Sasson. IsaaeTarrah. Elie Srour and 
Haim Cohen Halala. 

A police spokesman said the 
group's statement raided fears about 
the fate of three other missing Jews. 

He identified them as Dr. Elie 
Haliak. 52. kidnapped Februan- 20 
this year; Salim Murad Jamous. 54. 
abducted August 15 last year: and 
Clement Dana. 53. kidnapped la>t 
April 4. No group has claimed their 
abductions. 

Like Srour, Tarrub and Halala. 
Haliak and Jamous were kidnapped 
from their houses by sis gunmen who 
drove away in two BMWs. 

Haliak lived in the area controlled 
by Shi’ite militiamen. 

Dana was snatched from his apart- 
ment in rhe Hamra commercial dis- 
trict. Police said they had no details 
on how many gunmen were involved 
or what make of cars they drove. 

The police spokesman said only 14 
Jews remain in Lebanon, mainly ic* 
wind up what is left of their commun- 
ity's real estate 3nd financial affairs 
before leaving. 

Itim adds that the Beirut Jewish 
community's council has appealed 
for the release of the kidnapped 
members of the community, and said 
that they had not been involved in 
political activities or in contact with 
foreign governments.

Gaza physicians touring capital’s hospitals

A tour of Israeli hospitals and a 
visit to Beit Hanassi by 37 Arab 
doctors from the Gaza District be- 
gan yesterday in Jerusalem. 

The tour, the first since the Six 
Day War, was organized by the Civil 
Administration in the territories, the 
Health Ministry and Jerusalem's 
Hadassah-University and Shaare 
Zedek hospitals. 

The group, led by Dr. Kbeiri Abu 
Ramadan, director of health services 
in the Gaza district, went first to Beit 
Hanassi where they were received bv 
President Herzog. 

The doctors praised Israeli medic- 


al cooperation over the years with 
hospitals and clinics in the Gaza 
Strip, noting that many Gaza pa- 
tients are admitted to Israeli hospit- 
als and given fine treatment. 

Herzog in turn noted that the need 
for good medical care unites people 
and nations. He mentioned two 
medieval physicians, an Arab doctor 
named Ibn Sina who lived 1,000 
years ago, and the Jewish sage and 
physician Maimonides. who nearly 
two centuries later used some of Ibn 
Sina's work in his practice. 

A number of women doctors are 
included in the group. The three-day 
tour will include a dinner hosted by 
Health Minister Mordechai Gur. a 


night at Moshav Shiiufi Neve Dan 
and one overnight stay in the homes 
of Israeli physicians. 

After Beit Hanassi, the doctors 
visited the Islamic Art Museum 
nearby. 

Today they are to tour Hadassah 
Hospital in Ein Karem, view laser 
surgery in the ophthalmology de- 
partment, see the new kidney-stone 
crusher and a recently opened oper- 
ating theatre and recovery ward, and 
hear a lecture on marrow trans- 
plants. 

They will also visit the Shaare 
Zedek emergency room and Magen 
David Adom's blood-service opera- 
tions.

“We 
wouldn't accept tire idea of the repat- 
riation or that Israel is tbe homeland 
of Soviet Jews,” he said. 

.Asked why in that case the Soviets 
had allowed more than 200,000 Jews 
to leave for Israel during the 1970s, 
Zivs stated, “That was done on the 
legal basis of the reunification of 
families. We took a very humanita- 
rian approach to this question. The 
present low number is not imposed 
by Soviet policy, but due to interna- 
tional political realities.” 

He added, “The process of reuni- 
fication is continuing, if at a lower 
level.” 


He held an advertisement by tbe 
Simon Wiesentbal Centre in The In- 
ternational Herald Tribune appeal- 
ing to Soviet Leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev to permit expanded Jewish 
emigration and cease the persecution 
of Jewish activists in the Soviet Un- 
ion. Zivs said forcefully, “To publish 
such statements is a provocation 
against the Jews of the Soviet Union. 
To insist that Soviet Jews want to 
leave is a provocation.” 

Asked about estimates that nearly 
400.000 Soviet Jews have shown a 
desire to emigrate by writing to fami- 
lies in Israel to send emigration visas. 
Zivs responded. “Yes, there are 
some Jews who want to leave, but a 
much smaller number, maybe 300- 
1,000. 

Those people are not allowed to 
leave because they have been in- 
volved in some kind of basic research 
that has (military) applicability. 
Some of them have knowledge that 
could be used for space research such 
as ‘Star Wars” (space anti-missile 
defence). The fact that these people 
most wait (to emigrate) is not due to 
discrimination bat because of their 
knowledge in these fields.'’ 

Zivs denied that Hebrew teachers 
in the Soviet Union had been jailed.

“No person is sent to jail for studying 
Hebrew/’ he said. “Hebrew is 
ta tight in official state universities in 
. Leningrad and Moscow.” 

According to accounts from Soviet 
Jews, it is impossible for Soviet Jews 
to take these courses, which are given 
to students planning Foreign Minis- 
try careers monitoring Israel and tbe 
Middle East. 

Zivs said, “In any case, Hebrew 
was never the language of Soviet 
Jews. Yiddish is their spoken lan- 
guage and the language of literature, 
theatres and so forth. We recognize 
Hebrew as a religious language and it 
is used for prayer in our synagogues. 

“The Soviet Union recognizes the 
right of Israel to exist. 1 and we are 
supporting the progressive forces in 
Israel/’ he said. Asked whether 
those “progressive forces” would in- 
clude Israeli left-wing parties, tike 
Mapam, which define themselves as 
Zionist, Zivs became angry and 
shouted, “Don’t pressure me to push 
that (‘Zionism is racism*) resolution. 
I won’t deal with it and don't want to 
get into it.” Apparently realizing 
that his comment deviated from the 
Soviet line, Zivs appealed that it be 
stricken from the record. 

Zivs added, “1 saw a poll in The 
Jerusalem Post saying that maybe 
(Rabbi Meir) Kahane would get 15 
seats in tire next elections. It is no 
secret that his ideas are dose to 
Nazism. He would forbid sexual in- 
tercourse with Arab women. It is a 
type of racialism,” 

Asked to define the meaning of 
Jewish identity, Zivs responded, 
“This is a well-known question. One 
definition is that being Jewish is a 
belief, while another is that it is 
simply to be born of a Jewish mother. 

I feel myself to be an equal person. I 
feel as a Jew, although I am married 
to a Russian. I don't worry if a girl is 
a Jew or non- Jew If she is a fine girl. 

“I identify- as a Jew and (identify) 
myself asajew.lfed very good when 
I go to a Jewish theatre and see Tevyc 
the Milkman". Asked if he was refer- 
ring to the performance of Tevye on 
Soviet television last summer, Zivs 
said, “No, no. Thai Tevye was done 
with Russian actors. But the Jewish 
Theatre did a performance with 
Mikhail Gluz. That was a very im- 
pressive performance and was done 
in connection with the 40th 
anniversary (of the end of World 
War II)/' 

He said, “This question of ‘who is 
a Jew' is a complicated one. For 
example is (chess champion Gary) 
Kasparov (who has a Jewish father 
and an Armenian mother) a Jew? I 
understand this question is an issue 
even in Israel. I believe a Jew is 
someone who doesn't deny his Jewish 
identity.” 


Sharon urges PLO ouster from Jordan

New restrictions on 
s aspirin

The Health Ministry has tightened 
restrictions on children's medica- 
tions containing aspirin following in- 
ternational studies linking it to a 
sometimes fatal disease. The medica- 
tions may now be obtained only with 
a doctor's prescription. 

Starting December 20. however. 
Optalgin tablets, drops, syrup and 
suppositories may be sold without 
prescription. But Optalgin injections 
will still be given only by doctors. 

The ministry said recent interna- 
tional studies have shown that the use 
of aspirin to reduce fever caused by 
viruses such as flu or chicken pox in 
persons up to age 20 cun lead to the 
development of a rare and sometimes 
fatal disease. The disease, called 
Ray's Syndrome, is characterized h> 
vomiting, dizziness and severe brain 
and liver damage. 

Drug manufacturers are required 
to include a warning about Ray's 
Syndrone on packages of pediatric 
aspirin products by December 20.

Typhoid, looting in Colombia 


BOGOTA. - Government officials 
said yesterday there is an outbreak 
of typhoid fever and looting in 
Armero. the Colombian town 
buried by tons of mud from a volca- 
nic eruption last week. Authorities 
also raised the toll of dead and 
missing to about 25,000. 

Officials said a military officer was 

put in charge o£ the devastated area 
yesterday to stop looting. 

British rescuers meanwhile con- 
tinued to seek signs of life under the 
mud and rubble, despite Health 
Minister Rafael Zubiria’s statement 
that there was “no one left to res- 


Zubiria yesterday called for the 
fumigation of the area to protect 
against typhoid fever after two in- 
jured survivors contaminated two 
operating rooms at Kennedy Hospit- 
al in Bogota. He said the operating 
rooms had to be closed. 

Colombian Officials said about 
25.000 people, including 8,000 chil- 


dren. were killed when the volcano 
erupted Wednesday, melting its 
snowcap and sending a gigantic wall 
of mud roaring down the Armero 
valley. 

Victor Ricardo, president of the 
Committee for National Emergen- 
cies. said in an interview that he has 
received reports of looting in the 
devastated area. 

He said Col. Rafael Horario Ruiz 
was placed in charge of the area 
Sunday night. 

Meanwhile, rescue workers risked 
disease as they searched desperately 
for any last survivors among rotting 
corpses entombed in the sea of mud. 

The search in the stinking sludge 
continued after an outcry following 
an announcement by Health Minis- 
ter Rafael de Subiria Sunday night 
that this once picturesque mountain 
town should be sealed off to prevent 
disease. 

Survivors protested and priests 
urged province Bishop Jose Joaquin 


Flores to postpone a ceremony proc- 
laiming. Armero consecrated ground 
and turning the town into a cemct- 


Tie’s alive!’ - photographer’s cry saves boy 


ARMERO, Colombia (AP). - Jorge 
Parga, a photographer for El Tiem- 
po aboard a rescue helicopter Satur- 
day, did more than take pictures- he 
rescued a boy. ; 

Four-year-old Guillermo Perez 
lay for 60 hours half submerged in 
the lake of mud that had smothered 
his family and destroyed this town. 
He had given up hope he would be 
saved. 

When Parga spotted the naked 
child laying on his side, his face sunk 
partially into the mud, he thought he 
was another of the many dead he had 
photographed since the mudslide 
triggered by the volcanic eruption 


buried Armero last Wednesday 
night. 

“His little hands were between his 
legs. He was curled up. His eyes 
were open with a petrified look/' 
Parga wrote in Sunday's edition of El 
Tiempo. 

The helicopter hovered over the 
little boy as Parga photographed 
him. 

“Suddenly I saw movement. I 
shouted to the pilot, ‘My God. he's 
alive' " Parga said. 

The pilot lowered the craft over 
the little body. Guillermo sat up. 
looked up at the big machine hover- 
ing only a few metres above him and 


reached up his arms. 

Rescuers reached down and pul- 
led the little boy into the chopper. 

Parga caught it all with his camera 
in a remarkable series of photos 
published in El Tiempo, from the 
moment in which the little boy 
appears as a lifeless body on the 
surface of the mudflats to the mo- 
ment he climbs into the craft. 

“I got tired of begging to be saved 
and when two nights and two days 
went by. I began "to cry and I threw 
myself doyn in the mud to die like 
my daddy, my two brothers and my 
two aunts.” the tittle boy told his 
rescuers. 


‘Jezebel’ Thatcher faces furious Orangemen 


LONDON (AP). - Prime Minister 
Thatcher in the House of Commons 
yesterday faced the fury of Northern 
Ireland's 15 Protestant Lawmakers, 
enraged by her pact to give the Irish 
Republic a say in the province. 

One of the opponents. Democra- 
tic Unionist Party leader the Re- 
verend Ian Paisley, denounced 
Thatcher as the “Jezebel of North- 
ern Ireland" from his Belfast pulpit 
Sunday night. 

“I can only liken Mrs. Thatcher to 
Jezebel, who sought to destroy Israel 
in a day of grave national crisis.” said 


Paisley, referring to the ruthless, 
wicked woman in the Bible. 

The House of Commons session 
gave the Protestants their first 
chance to attack the accord signed 
Friday by Thatcher and the Irish 
Republic's prime minister. Garret 
Fitzgerald. Both seek to bring peace 
to the Protestant-dominated north, 
where the overwhelmingly Roman 
Catholic IRA terrorists fight British 
rule. 

■ Thatcher aides said that despite 
the breaking storm, she will not back 
down and will tell the house that her 


government will “resolutely" press 
ahead with the agreement, no matter 
what the Protestant opposition cam- 
paign throws at it. 


The aides said that Thatcher will 
stress Fitzgerald's acceptance of the 
British role in the north and his 
recognition that there can be no 
united Ireland as long as the north- 
ern Protestants oppose it. 


The 15 unionists are right-wing 
Tories who generally vote with 
Thatchers ruling Conservatives in 
the house.

German official says funds 
bought political prisoners 


BONN (Reuter). - Former minister 
for inter-German affairs Egon 
Franke went on trial yesterday 
charged with misappropriating gov- 
ernment money which he says was 
spent on secret deals to buy political 
I prisoners out of East Germany. 

Franke, 72. a Social Democrat, 
and his former chief aide Edgar Hirt 
are accused of misappropriating 
ministry funds of DM5.56 million 
(S2. 12) and of destroying or suppres- 
sing documents to hide where it 
went. 

Hirt. 48. is also accused of mis- 
appropriating DM460.000 he is 
alleged to have paid to a lawyer 
involved in an East- West spy swap, 
according to prosecutors. 

Both men face jail terms of up to 
five years if convicted by the Bonn 
District Court on charges of breach 
of trust involving public funds. The 
money went missing between 1979 
and 1982. Franke headed the minis- 
try for 13 years from 1969. 

Franke and Hirt maintain that the 
money was used to buy freedom in 
the West for political prisoners in 


Greek police evict protesting students 


ATHENS (Reuter). - Police yester- 
day used tear gas to drive 30 protest- 
ing youths from a university chemis- 
try building they occupied after riots 
in which a 15-year-old-boy was killed 
by police. 

Clouds of tear gas swathed the dty 
centre as riot police cordoned off the 
area round the building before using 
fire-engine ladders to enter from the 
roof and drive the youths onto the 
street where they were arrested. 

Four policemen were burned by 
petrol bombs during the rioting, 
which broke out after 100,000 peo- 


ple staged an annual march to the 
U.S. Embassy to commemorate a 
1973 student uprising a gains t the 
junta then in power. 


Large rocks and patches of blood 
were visible on the streets round the 
chemistry faculty after the cordon 
was lifted. The atmosphere re- 
mained tense as groups of youths 
jeered at police railing them "pigs 
and murderers."

Pentagon: Weinberger didn’t leak note 


WASHINGTON ( AP). - The U.S. 
Defence Department says neither 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger nor 
anyone else in the department is the 
leaker of the letter from Weinberger 
that caused a furor as President 
Reagan flew to Geneva for the sum- 
mit conference. 

Weinberger’s chief spokesman 
said the Pentagon is conducting an 
investigation into who did pass the 
letter on to The New York Times and 
77z».' Washington Post. 

In the letter, Weinberger urged 
Reagan to resist Soviet pressure for 
agreement on extending mutual 
observance of the unratified Salt II 


treaty, to resist an interpretation of 
the 1972 antiballistic missile treaty 
that could hamper testing of a "Star 
Wars" missile-defence shield, and to 
shun any final communique with the 
Soviets "that obscures their record 
of arms control violations." 

Donald Regan, the White House 
chief of staff, yesterday described 
Weinberger as "astonished” and 
"perplexed" by the leak. 

*‘I don’t know what the motives 
behind the leak were or indeed who 
leaked it," Regan said in an inter- 
view from Geneva on the ABC-TV 
network’s “Good Morning Amer- 
ica" programme. 


Chinese nonplussed by abstract art show 


PEKING (Reuter). - American ab- 
stract artist Robert Rauschenberg 
yesterday opened what is probably 
"the most outrageous art exhibition 
ever staged in Peking, only to be 
greeted by blank non- 
comprehension by Chinese art- 
lovers. 

Visitors to the Peking Art Gal- 
lery found one room plastered with 
! flattened, tattv cardboard boxes and 


others adorned "with such works as a 
tyre print and two yellow umbrellas 
fastened to a collage. 

Rauschenberg is on an extended 
world tour with a bulky collection 
spanning 30 years work which be 
calls the Rauschenberg Overseas 
Cultural Interchange. An aide told 
puzzled Chinese: "There is no mean- 
ing to these works. It is just meant to 
show that all objects can be artistic."

Former president 
of Kampuchea dies 


FULLERTON, California (AP). — 
Lon Nol. the U.S.-backed general 
who overthrew Kampuchean Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk in 1970 and was 
ousted five years later by the Com- 
munist Khmer Rouge, died in exile 
Sunday. He was 72. 

Lon died at 10 a.m. at St. Jude's 
hospital, where he was admitted 
Sunday morning, a supervisor said. 
She said she did not know the cause 
of death. 

Lon fled to Hawaii after his gov- 
ernment was toppled and lived there 
until 1979. Since then, he, his wife 
and their nine children have lived in. 
Orange County, California. 

Lon held various army commands 
and waS a provincial governor before 
becoming defence minister and army 
chief of staff of the Southeast Asian 
country in 1955. He held these posi- 
tions until 1966, when he became 
premier in Sihanouk's government. 

After leading his coup to over- 
throw Sihanouk, he unsuccessfully 
attempted to suppress Communist 
guerrillas. His efforts sparked civil

Indian millionaire freed 
in customs case 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - An Indian 
court yesterday freed textile mil- 
lionaire Kapal Mehra on bail two 
weeks after he was arrested as part of 
a drive against tax evasion in India's 
huge '‘black” economy. 

The Press Trust of India said 
Mehra was released in Bombay on 
bail of S83, 000. 

Mehra, 48. chairman of. Orkay 
Silk Mills, was charged with avoiding 
duty of $ 1 .3 million on goods bought 
from a Japanese trading company in 
1982-83. 

Die charges, which also include 
criminal conspiracy and violation of 
foreign-exchange regulations, carry 
up to seven years imprisonment. 
Mehra has not entered a plea and no' 
date has been set for his trial. 


Rival gerrillas clash 
in northern Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO (Reuter). - Rival 
Tamil guerrillas, accusing each other 
of staging robberies, fought a four- 
hour battle with guns and grenades, 
residents said yesterday. 

Several homes were damaged and 
residents fled the area as the two 
groups dashed on Saturday morning 
in the northern district of Jaffna, 
they said. No casualties were re- 
ported. 

The groups were identified as the 
Liberation Dgers of Tamil Eelam 
and the Tamil Eelam Liberation 
Organization, both part of an 
alliance of four Tamil organizations 
campaigning for a separate state in 
the north and east of Sri Lanka. 


Soviet rocket chief 
makes his debut 


MOSCOW (AP). - The Communist 
Party daily Pravda yesterday ideuti- . 
fled the new commander-in-chief of 
Soviet strategic rocket forces as Yuri 
Maximov, who previously served as 
district commander for 'Central' 
Asia. 

Pravda interviewed Maximov, 61, 
on the eve of Missile Forces and 
Artillery Day, one of the govern- 
ment’s many unofficial holidays. 

Maximov's' comments broke no 
new ground in Soviet military policy. 
But the interview was notable in that ; 
it is believed to be the first published ; 
report of his appointment. 

His 70-year-old predecessor. Mar- 
shal Vladimir Tolubko, was re- 
moved from the post over the sum- 
mer and assigned to the defence 
inspectorate, an honourable pre- 
retirement position.

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“TEPID" IS THE WORD Profes- 
sor Leonard Dinnerstein uses in de- 
scribing the reaction of most Amer- 
ican Jews to President Truman's re- 
commendation to Congress in Au- 
gust 1946, that some of the displaced 
persons (DPs) still languishing in 
camps in Germany be admitted to 
the U.s: 

In the seven years following the 
end of World War II in May 1945. 
the U.S. admitted about 400.000 
. . DPs, of whom perhaps 20 per cent, 
r - or 80,000 were Jewish. Britain took 
about 100,000 people, but there are 
no statistics regarding the percen- 
tage of Jews among them. An esti- 
mated 136,000 DPs went to Israel. • 

“The displaced persons problem 
need not have lasted as long as it 
did,” says Dinnerstein. But Great 
Britain was slow to realize that it 
would have to relinquish control of 
Palestine, and the U.S. was even 
slower in coming to grips with the 
fact that unless it took the lead in 
receiving displaced persons, the 
problem simply would not go away. 

“The fact that so many of the DPs 
were Jews, also complicated the 
matter. The world did not want 
them the professor said. 

He was speaking at the Sixth In- 
... ternational Historical Conference of 
f » vYad Vashem. held October 14-17. 
devoted to she'erit hopleta, the pro- 
cess of rehabilitating Holocaust sur- 
vivors. 

Dinnerstein, 51 . is a native of New 
York, where he took his PhD at 
Columbia University. He has been 
teaching modem American history 
at Arizona State University in Tuc- 
son since 1970. The paper he read at 
the conference was based on his 
book, America and the Survivors of 
the Holocaust, published by Col- 
umbia University Press in 1982. 

AT THE END of the war the Allied 
powers found between seven and 
nine million people in Germany who 
' had been uprooted by the war. Be- 
fore 1945 ended, more than six mil- 
lion had been repatriated. That left 
1.5 to two million displaced persons 
who refused to return to their pre- 
war homes by choice, or because they 
feared retribution or economic de- 
privation, Dinnerstein told the con- 
ference. 

Perhaps 80 to 90 per cent of these 
refugees were Christians, with the 
remainder being Jews. Yet. the re- 
latively small number of Jews re- 
ceived disproportionate attention, 
because they had suffered more and 
because their co-religionists in the 
U.S., England and Palestine lobbied 
their governments for more humane 
treatment. 

It was not as if the problem of 
■ displaced petsons had not been antici- 
pated. The Allies established the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabi- 
litation Adminstration (UNRRA) as 
far back as 1943. In addition, the 
American, British and French 
armies set up displaced persons cen- 
tres right after the war. The Russians 
admitted to no displaced persons 
problem In their zone of occupation. 

Unfortunately, when the war en- 
ded, 'hundreds of thousands more 
DPs remained in Germany and Au- 
stria than had been anticipated. 
Assembly centres designed to hold 
up to 3.000 people, contained over 
10,000. Die military requested 450 
: UNRRA teams, but the organiza- 
1 tion supplied only 100 of such teams 
in May 1945 and 370 by September. 
Each team was supposed to have 13 
members, but at first they contained 
only seven and not until two months 
later did the number increase to 100. 

' Each team was originally intended 
to work with 2.000 DPs. But with 
more than a million people to handle 
after roost of the others had been 
repatriated, this proved impossible. 
Former New York Governor Her- 
bert Lehman, the director-general of 
UNRRA, hoped for 5,000-6.000 
workers that summer, but only 2.650 
were on the job in July. 

Hurriedly recruited and poorly 
trained, too many of the original 
UNRRA workers lacked compe- 
* tence. Confused policies, poor 
adminstration and conflicts with the 
military left a stigma which UNRRA 
□ever overcame. 

THE QUALITY of operations be- 
gan to improve thereafter, but Col-

THIS FESTTVE CONCERT in hon- 
our of Aaron Copland's 85th birth- 
day, held under the patronage of the 
United States ambassador, regrett- 
ably failed to arouse even the slight- 
est interest. 

To choose only weak and 
mediocre works for such an occasion 
is an injustice to composer and audi- 
ence alike. 

What is generally regarded as one 
of his most popular compositions, 
Appalachian Spring , sounded ex- 
tremely .banal and uneventful under 
Stanley Sperber's baton. Neither 
was there anything attractive or cap- 
tivating in the clarinet concerto in 
which Eli Hefetz did his best to 
infuse some meaning and liveliness. 
Two pieces for string orchestra 
seemed to lack even the most 
meagre musical substance. 

Even in Quiet City, enriched by 
two solo parts - played flawlessly by 
Hanan Friedman (trumpet) and 
Gilad Hahalili (English horn), we 
were at a loss to identify any conse- 
quential ideas. The five old Amer- 
ican songs, sung by the Rinat choir, 
did finally bring some animation to 
the scene, but could hardly save the 
evening, which was intended to de- 
monstrate the work of the composer 


Failure of 
the Allies 


Historians suggest that the displaced persons problem 
following World War n need not have lasted as long as 
it did. The highly negative attitudes towards Jewish 
survivors displayed then may be an ominous sign for 
the future. The Post’s Ernie Meyer reports. 


the U.S. Army's Displaced Persons 
Division in Germany, nonetheless 
regarded the organization as “chao- 
tic." 

Rumblings about these conditions 
greatly disturbed several American 
Jewish leaders, but it was not until 
after several requests bad been made 
that the Army finally allowed the 
Joint Distribution Committee (JDC } 
to enter the displaced persons 
camps. 

The DPs especially needed new 
homes. But just as before the war, 
most countries of the world snubbed 
European refugees fleeing totalitar- 
ianism and Communism. Jews 
wanted to go to Palestine, but the 
British, desirous of appeasing the 
Arabs, kept the quotas small. 

Everyone knew, of course, that 
the U.S. was the only nation that 
probably could absorb all of the 
displaced persons with little difficul- 
ty, but rigid immigration restrictions 
precluded the admission of more 
than a few thousand. Furthermore, 
Zionist activity both in the U.S. and 
in Great Britain, focused on Pales- 
tine as the only home for Jewish 
survivors. 

As a result of their stance on 
Palestine, the British took other un- 
fortunate and inhumane positions. 
Despite all the Jews bad suffered, die 
British refused to acknowledge in 
the autumn of 1945 “that the Jews 
are at present living under worse 
conditions than any other victims of 
Nazi persecution.’’ 

This statement was made after 
publication of a report prepared by 
an American investigating commis- 
sion in July 1945, two months after 
the end of the war. Headed by Earl 
Harrison, it concluded that “we 
appear to be treating the Jews as the 
Nazis treated them, except that we 
do not exterminate them.” 

HARRISON HAD toured over 30 
DP camps at the behest of President 
Truman. His-findings added up to a 
devastating indictment of Allied 
military policies then in force. He 
found Jewish DPs living under guard 
and behind barbed wire fences in 
various centres including former 
concentration camps. Many of them 
still wore their old camp uniforms. 
No efforts were made to reunite 
families and the Army did not allow 
the survivors to help themselves - 
since they could neither send nor 
receive mail. 

Many Army officers and soldiers 
believed that these people must have 
been criminals, otherwise they 
would not have been locked up in 
this fashion. Some men even told 
Harrison that perhaps Hitler bad 
been right in his treatment of the 
Jews.

FIRSTLY, Mr. Krasovsky deserves 
praise for his programme: it was 
unconventional, challenging and 
concise. In only three works, he was 
able to show us all the facets of his 
great talent. 

In Schubert, it was the immensely 
delicate and lovingly mellow revela- 
tion of Schubert's lyricism which 
immediately captured our sym- 
pathetic attention. The music sang 
with Schubert’s painful melody and 
harmony, coming from within and 
reaching us with touching directness. 
In these pieces. Krasovsky chatted 
intimately with the composer and 
the audience. 

The six Moments Musicaux were 
followed by a work by Jan Radzins- 
ki. who immigrated to Israel in 1969 
but is now a professor of composi- 
tion at Yale University. His “Canto" 
for piano, composed in 1981, is one 


The Harrison Committee report 
led to significant improvements in 
the American-administered camps 
and also prompted President Tru- 
man to ask British Prime Minister 
Cement Atlee to open the gates of 
Palestine. Truman, however, conve- 
niently ignored the aspect of the 
report that suggested the U.S. take 
some of the DPs. 

A joint Anglo-American commit- 
tee of inquiry was subsequently set 
up and delivered its 10-pomt report 
to Truman and Atlee in April 1946, 
almost a year after the end of the 
war. 

Die British and American govern- 
ments responded differently to its 
conclusions. Truman pounced upon 
the statement that 100,000 Jews 
should immediately be admitted to 
the Holy Laad and ignored the other 
nine recommendations. Atlee, on 
the other hand, underscored the 
conclusions that called for the na- 
tions of the world, and not just 
Palestine, to admit the DPs. and that 
violence in the Holy Land be sup- 
pressed. 

During the summer of 1946, a 
series of events occurred which 
aggravated conditions in the camps, 
hardened British resistance towards 
allowing more Jews into Palestine 
and forced Truman to reconsider 
ways of handling the DP situation. 
Many of the Jews who had returned 
to Poland after the war in search of 
relatives and to retrieve their confis- 
cated property, found anti-Semitism 
still rampant. Murders were a daily 
occurrence in 1945 and 1946, and 
Polish Jews flooded back to the 
camps in Germany. 

Also, in the spring of 1946 Russia 
released over 150.000 Jews who bad 
escaped from Poland during the war. 
These people, too, moved on to 
Germany. 

THUS, WITH the increased number 
of Jews arriving from Eastern 
Europe, and the British less likey 
than ever to admit 100,000 Jews into 
Palestine, Truman finally 
announced in August 1946 that he 
would recommend the admission of 
some of the DPs into the U.S. He 
was deliberately vague and men- 
tioned no specific number, but this 
was the first time that such a recom- 
mendation had been made by a re- 
sponsible American official. 

Most American Jews gave the sug- 
gestion a “tepid" welcome, because 
they were striving for a Jewish home- 
land in Palestine. Efforts to bring 
displaced Jews to the U.S.. they 
thought, would dilute the problem in 
Europe and weaken the Zionist 
case. 

On the other hand. American 
Jews did not lack sympathy for the 


of the best modern piano composi- 
tions 1 have heard recently. 

“Canto” is based on two elements 
- the exploitation of the various 
registers of the piano and sonority. 
The chord structures and runs glitter 
and shine in the brightest colours of 
the high register, reminding one 
occasionally of some kind of neo- 
impressionism. 

Against this brightening light, the 
composer juxtaposes the bass, 
finishing the piece with a chord of 
the highest and lowest notes. 

Throughout this abundance of 
electrifying sound, a beautiful 
melody in the middle register is 
drawn. Hence “Canto." 

For once there is a modern piece 
which is easy to grasp and needs no 
complicated explanations. Though 
the piece is of great technical diffi- 
culty, Krasovsky mastered ir in fine 
form. 

For his closing number, Krasovs- 
ky chose an even greater challenge - 
Beethoven's “Hammerklavier” 
Sonata. Listening to the perform- 
ance one could perhaps ask whether 
a perfect performance of this 
stupendous work is indeed possible. 

The first movement was technical- 
ly not entirely clean. On the other 
hand, the two inner movements 
were perfect. The slow movement 
expanded beautifully without for a 
moment losing its sense of direction. 

In the closing fugue. Krasovsky 
did bis best, achieving remarkable 
results. Still, there remained an in- 
tegrity that might, after all, be incap- 
able of human achievement.

survivors of the Holocaust and 
would not do anything ro hurt their 
chances of resettlement anyplace. 
Yet. emotionally, they could not 
make great efforts to help relax U.S. 
immigration laws. 

The lead, therefore, for getting 
displaced Jews into the U.S. was 
assumed by the two most important, 
□on-Zionist American Jewish orga- 
nizations. the American Jewish 
Committee and the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism. 

Most members of these two 
groups, as well as other Jews, feared- 
acting openly on behalf of their 
European co-religionists. Anti- 
Semitism and the opposition to 
bringing more Jews into the country 
was quite open. 

Because of this the leaders of 
these organizations joined together 
to establish the Citizens Committee 
on Displaced Persons, a non- 
sectarian group, chaired by Earl 
Harrison, who had written the re- 
port on the camps in the summer of 
1945, 

The Citizens Committee func- 
tioned as a lobby to inform the public 
and Congress of the DPs' plight. At 
the outset, its leaders emphasized 
that 80 per cent of the approximately 


one million DPs in Europe were 
Christians, which was not widely 
known at that time. The committee 
‘tried to educate -an apathetic nation 
that most DPs had no place to go and 
that the U.S. should take its “fair 
share” of them. 

Most congressmen knew little ab- 
out displaced persons, could not 
understand why they had not gone 
home after the war and feared a glut 
on the labour market if they started 
coming to the U.S. In July 1947, The 
New York Times reported that “can- 
vasses indicated that the proposed 
mass entry of DPs faced determined, 
possibly majority opposition." 

However, the tide of unfavour- 
able opinion was slowly turning. 
Propaganda by the Citizens Com- 
mittee, letters to representatives and 
senators, and newspaper editorials 
began to take effect. Congress re- 
ceived more mail on aiding the DPs, 
most of which was favourable, than 
on any other subject since Prohibi- 
tion. 

Republican Senator Alexander 
Wiley of Wisconsin complained that 
he could not “walk down the streets 
of (his) hometown without someone 
like (his) banker, butcher or former 
Sunday School teacher stopping him 


and saying, 'Senator, why aren't you 
a good Christian? Why are you 
against DPs?"' 

The Senate immigration subcom- 
mittee, chaired by Chapman Rever- 
comb of West Virginia, proposed 
legislation that would admit 100,000 
DPs over a two-year period, confine 
eligibility to those wbo had been in 
the camps by December 22, 1945, 
and reserve 50 percent of the visa for 
agricultural workers. It also sug- 
gested that 50 per cent of those 
admitted come from those states of 
Europe which had been annexed by 
Russia after the war. 

THESE RESTRICTIONS alarmed 
American Jews. First, most of the 
Jews who had been in the DP camps 
in 1945 had al ready gone elsewhere - 
to Palestine, to the U.S. under tbe 
Truman directive, and to other 
countries. Secondly, the mass ex- 
odus of Polish Jews to West Ger- 
many occurred in 1946 and none of 
them would be eligible if the Decem- 
ber 22, 1945, cut-off date remained. 
Thirdly, very few Jews came from 
“annexed territories,” by which the 
senators meant Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania. And finally very few Jews 
were agricultural workers. 

Adherents of a generous immigra- 
tion bill considered the Revercomb 
bill a disaster. The New York Times 
wondered “whether its sponsors sat 
up nights to be certain of producing 
the worst possible offer for DPs.” 

The measure passed the Senate by 
a vote of 63-13. Harrison called it a 
“booby trap.” He urged the House 
of Representatives to reject the bill 
in order to undo the “monstrosity of 
Senate action.” which discriminated 
on religious, national and occupa- 
tional grounds. “The bill's racist 
character makes all decent Amer- 
icans hang their heads in shame,” he 
said. 

Harrison's statement did not dis- 
suade the House of Representatives 
from passing the bill essentially as 
presented, by a vote of 289-91. The 
two houses of Congress then 
selected conference committees to 
reconcile the bills. 

CONGRESSMAN Emanuel Celler 
later wrote about the compromise 
that was finally reached: “It wasn't 
half a loaf; it wasn't even half a 
slice.” 

Despite the fact that many mem- 
bers of Congress believed that the 
bill was deliberately intended to ex- 
clude Jews, President Truman reluc- 
tantly signed it while denouncing the 
measure as anti-Semitic and anti- 
Catholic. It was the former, but not 
the latter; Catholics predominated 
among both the displaced persons 
and the Volksdeutsche. 

Abraham Zucker, a staunch Zion- 
ist who had worked for the Nurem- 
berg Trials Commission, deplored 


the fact that “many, it not most, of 
the non-Jewish DPs are former Ger- 
man collaborationists, past killers, 
present fascists and anti-Semites. 

Tbe executive director of the 
American Jewish Committee. John 
Siawson. lamented: “It was the per- 
sistent. bigoted attitudes of Senator 
Revercomb of West Virginia and 
Senator Wiley of Wisconsin that 
finally resulted in this inhumane act. 
The implications for the Jews of the 
U.S. are great." 

President Truman appointed 
three liberals - Ugo Carusi , Edward 
M. O'Connor, and Harry N. Rosen - 
field - to head the Displaced Persons 
Commission in August 194S. Their 
interpretation of the Displaced Per- 
sons Act was so broad, and their 
acceptance of questionable docu- 
ments so frequent, that they under- 
mined the thrust df the bigoted leg- 
islation and more Jews entered the 
U.S. than had been anticipated. 

When conservative Democratic 
Senator Pat McCarran of Nevada 
investigated the Displaced Persons 
Commission in 1949. he accused it of 
lax procedures which allowed Com- 
munists and other subversives into 
the U.S. The senator did not men- 
tion fascists or Nazis, since their 
admission apparently did not upset 
him. Subsequently, the frightened 
commissioners began adhering to 
the letter of the law. 

CONGRESS FINALLY liberalized 
the Displaced Persons Act in June 
1950. It changed the cut-off date to 

1949, did away with the preference 
to persons from annexed territories 
and agricultural workers. By June 

1950. displaced persons ceased being 
a significant concern of America's 
Jews or of Congress. Most of the 
Jewish DPs had left the camps for 
Israel, the U.S., or other nations. 

On the international scene, the 
formation in 1947 of the Internation- 
al Refugee Organization (IRO), 
helped to unplug the bottleneck in 
the camps. Most countries wanted 
young, strong gentiles. None ex- 
pressed a preference for Jews. Bel- 
gium picked 20.000 Balts and Ukrai- 
nians to work in the mines, and the 
British took about 30.000 single 
adults to do agricultural, mining and 
domestic tasks. 

After the establishment of Israel 
in. 1948, most of the Jews thought 
that the rRO would facilitate their 
movement there. However, more 
than 200 of the 435 administrative 
officers of the IRO were British, and 
tbe agency served almost as an “in- 
strument of British politics,” reflect- 
ing England’s hostility to Israel. 

Thus, the European Jews made 
their way to Israel without the assist- 
ance of the IRO. but often with the 
covert , aid of American Army offi- 
cials and Briha, the semi-clandestine 
Jewish group from Palestine. 


Brighten up 
their lives this Hanukka 
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Only 70 at Productivity Institute seminar 

Severance pay remains 
a highly intricate 
and unclear subject

TEL AVIV. - Some 70 persons, 
mainly heads of manpower depart- 
ments in large firms, turned up 
yesterday at a study day sponsored 
by the Productivity Institute on the 
legal intricacies of firing a worker 
and of severance pay. One of the 
main things they learned was that 
every law was wide open to inter- 
pretation. and that guidelines were 
really only guidelines, not hard and 
fast rules. 

The Productivity institute ex- 
pected a much greater attendance, 
especially by worker committee 
chairmen, but as one institute offi- 
cial said, “evidently the personnel 
department heads didn't give them a 
day off. " 

Labour lawyer Gideon Holin told 
the audience that contrary to popu- 
lar belief, pensions were more an 
‘‘instrument" of the employers than 
that of the workers; “employers 
want to be able to send home a 
worker when he reaches 65. if his 
productivity falls off. If the company 
has a pension plan, the owner or 
manager can do this without a bad 
conscience. However, unless the 
worker has agreed to retire at 65. 
either individually or through a col- 
lective work agreement, he does not 
have to leave. Of course, he can be 
fired, but this puts him in the same 
category us a younger worker being 
fired for reasons other than age. 

What happens if an employer fires 
a woman because she is pregnant? 
The dismissal is illegal, and she can 
sit at home and demand full pay. 
since she is able to work up to the 


lime when she actually has to leave 
to give birth. 

And if a factory changes own- 
ership. do the new owners have to 
pay the workers severance pay? No. 
emphatically not. Hie work rela- 
tionship is between the workers and 
their place of employment, and not 
between them and the owners. Holin 
said, adding, “the place of work has 
not changed, only the ownership." 

Nevertheless, workers continue 
to demand and gel payments when 
the ownership changes, and often 
they get severance pay that is con- 
siderably above the normal. “But it 
is not real severance pay." 

“Let us say a worker has been 
employed at the same plant for 20 
years. The plant changes owners, he 
gets “severance pay.” He continues 
to work another two years, and is 
dismissed. His real severance pay- 
dates back 22 years, not two. This 
means that the “plum" he got when 
the ownership changed is not real 
severance pay." 

How can the new owner of the 
plant protect himself? Simply by 
firing the workers when he takes 
over, paying them severance pay for 
the past years, and then starring off 


on a new fool, according to one 
recent court decision. 

If a contract is reached between 
workers and employers on a certain 
project, and the employer is unable 
to carry out the project - for exam- 
ple. a shipment fails to arrive from 
the Far East - can he fire the workers 
without severance pay? Yes, since 
the project fell through due to no 
fault of his. 

Ben -Ami Amiran, legal adviser to 
Mimhim (a large Histadrut pension 
fund), discussed the laws governing 
severance pay. To be eligible, the 
worker must have been employed 
one complete year before his dismis- 
sal. But the term “one continuous 
year" was open to interpretation, he 
said. As a rule, if a person fell sick, 
had to do reserve duty, suffered a 
family tragedy or took authorized 
leave of absence, this exempted him 
from the “one complete or one con- 
tinuous year" rule. 

Moreover, he would not receive 
any severance pay, if he worked one 
complete year or even 20 or 30 years, 
and then left of his own free will. 
However, there were a series of 
exceptions to this rule. He would get 
complete severance pay if he could 


not continue in his job due to ill 
health ; if his wife or another member 
of his immediate family fell ill and 
had to move to another climate; if he 
decided to enlist in the army: if a 
mother decided to stay home and 
care for her new baby, or if the 
worker had to change his place of 
residence due to marriage or di- 
vorce. Another case of exception 
was the worker who decided to move 
from an*urbau to a rural area - in this 
case distance was unimportant, he 
could move from Tel Aviv to She- 
fayim - but he bad to engage in 
fanning for at least six months; and if 
he moved to one of 30 specified 

development areas. 

A person was also entitled to 
severance pay if he was “demoted." 
This could be a cut in pay or it could 
be lowering his status from foreman 
to common labourer. 

But he was not entitled to sever- 
ance pay if he was dismissed for 
failing to maintain work discipline, 
or if he caused damage to the plant. 

How much is severance pay? As a 
rule it is one month's pay for each 
year worked but this did not hold 
true in all cases. Severance pay is 
based only on five components of the 
pay slip: Basic wage, allowances for 
cost-of-living and for a wife or fami- 
ly, seniority, and the professional or 
vocational allowance. 

“It wfll come as a surprise to many 
workers that these five elements are 
sometimes only half of their total 
gross pay, since the other allo- 
wances, for cars, telephone etc., are 
not included. 


Luz shares $1 19m. deal with GE

Number of shaky businesses up 13%

A consortium of Jerusalem's Luz 
Industries and the General Electric 
Co. of the U.S. has been awarded a 
SI 19 million contract to build a solar/ 
coal power station in the Dominican 
Republic. 

GE will supply the power gener- 
ators for 50% of the project, includ- 
ing a coal boiler. The other 50% of 
energy to be generated will be pro- 
vided by a field of Luz solar collec- 
tors covering 207,000 square metres. 

The Dominican deal is the first 
direct purchase of a Luz power sta- 
tion by an electric utility. Luz's two 
California facilities are operated on 
a power-purchase basis, with Luz 
owning the plants and the Southern 
California Edison Co. purchasing 
the electricity. 

Luz's SEGS-1 (Solar Electric 
Generating System- 1) in Daggett, 
California, began producing 13.8 
megawatts in December 1984. The 
expanded SEGS-2. a 30-megawatt 
facility, is scheduled to go on line 
next month, providing electricity for 


a total of 35,000 homes. Five more 
30-megawatt plants are to be de- 
veloped in the same vicinity by 1990. 

The go-ahead for the Dominican 
project awaits guarantees of financ- 
ing by the Dominican government, 
which is reportedly facing a serious 
foreign debt problem. But the Luz / 
GE consortium expects to begin en- 
gineering work on the project soon.

The freeze on new government 
commitments and contracts is to be 
lifted in deals involving development 
towns.

TEL AVIV. - The number of busi- 
ness firms facing financial difficulties 
rose by 13% in October, to stand at 
1,332. according toEyai Yanai, head 
of the Business Information Division 
of Dun & Bradstreet. He noted, 
however, that despite the 13% hike 
in October, the rate of “increase” 
has slowed down considerably since 


increasing attention to unemploy- 
ment. The cabinet decided yesterday 
to adopt a proposal by Levy that 
local contractors get preferential 
treatment in tenders that are open 
for international firms. Under the 
decision, local contractors will enjoy 
a 15 per cent margin over foreign 
competitors in international tenders. 

A delegation of contractors met 
with Peres and Levy to complain 
about the crisis in their industry. The 
contractors said prices for new 
houses should go up by some 10 per 
cent to compensate them for cost 
increases, but the premier rejected 
the request. 


June and July of this year, when it 
jumped by 60.5% and 22.8% respec- 
tively. 

Yanai adds that the number of 
requests for credit- worthiness re- 
ports on Israeli firms has increased 
tremendously lately, with the re- 
quests coming from both local and 
foreign firms. 

During October, there was a sharp 
increase in building firms in trouble, 
from 12% of the total to 18%; while 
firms dealing in sales and services 
dropped from 27% to 21% of the 
total in their group. 

At present, however, sales and 
services still leads the list, with 21 % ; 
followed by building, 18%; travel 
agencies, 13%: metals, 12%. Shaky 
firms in the field of electricity and 
electronics, textiles, chemicals, food 
and medicines, are 7% each, and 
computers 5%.

The robots are coming-

ROBOTICS in Israel today will be a 
prime topic of discussion - both 
inside the convention hall and out- 
side it - at today's seventh Israel 
Convention and Exhibition on Com- 
puter Aided Design and Computer 
Aided Machinery (CAD/CAM) and 
Robotics. 

As in previous years, the conclu- 
sion will probably be that there is a 
great need for robots and robotics in 
Israel, but if we take past experience 
as a sign of the future, then we 
predict - to our sorrow - that 1986 
will not see a breakthrough. 

The industrial robot population of 
Israel is expected to reach about 30 
by the end of this year, compared to 
22 last year. 

Erez Gal, managing director of 
Oshap Systems - a system house in 
the robotics field - estimates opti- 
mistically that by the end of next 
year the Dumber might reach 40. (In 
case these numbers sound impress- 
ive, analysts are quick to point out 
that Israel - which is trying to stake a 
claim as a developed country, should 
have several times more robots than 
it has today.) 

Gal also believes that Israel 
should not waste efforts in trying to 
develop its own robot. It would be 
cheaper to buy robots abroad, he 
says, and adapt them to our needs by 
adding advanced equipment and 
software made here. 

Only countries like Germany, Ita- 
ly and the U.S., with huge indus- 
tries, can afford to develop their own 
robots, says Gal. 

A different school of thought, 
however, is that Israel should work 
to develop its own robots which it 
can then export, thus creating jobs 
for the Israelis who would lose them 
to robots and other means of auto- 
mation.

They point out that Israel, like 
America in the automobile manufac- 
turing field, is in the major leagues 
when it comes to agriculture. They 
point out that Israel, like many other 
developed countries, suffers from a 
lack of unskilled workers, especially 
for harvesting fruits and vegetables. 

For a number of years some gov- 
ernment research funds have been 
used in the development of robots or 
automated fruit-pickers, especially 
for citrus fruits. If there were a 
breakthrough in this area, there 
could be an immediate market for 
such robots in Israel, and there could 
also be a potential market in seme of 
the developed nations. 

But ours is not the only country 
frying to develop a fruit-picking 
robot, and analysis believe that 
some other country is more likely to 
be the first to have such a robot on 
the market, because Israel simply 
does not have the huge sums of 
money needed for such a project. 

Israel seems to be a country tailor- 
made for robots. These machines 
can work 24 hours a day every day 
including Sabbaths, do not have to 
go to reserve duty and don't need an 
annual vacation.

themselves of the opportunity. The 
average length of these documents 
was 100 densely- packed, closely 
argued legal and economic analysis.

The Golden Eye award may 
come to Israeli fashions

TEL AVTV. - Israel’s fashion indus- 
try will get a much needed shot in the 
arm if the Revlon Corporation goes 
ahead with its plans to introduce the 
prestigious L'Occhio D’Oro (Gol- 
den Eye) award in this country. 

Addressing a press conference 
yesterday at the Hilton Hotel here, 
Dr. Mauro Scifoni, board chairman 
of Revlon Italy, said that his com- 
pany in conjunction with the fashion 
press launched the L'Occhio D’Oro 
fashion award three-and-a-half years 
ago. 

The award - a golden eye set with 
diamonds - is presented by Revlon 
twice a year, in March and October, 
to the designer or manufacturer 
judged best by the fashion press. 

Last month. Rev/on introduced 
the Golden Eye to Argentina. 
According to Scifoni this gave “a big 
push" to Argentina's fashion ex- 
ports. 


Scifoni believes that the Golden 
Eye can also boost Israeli fashion 
exports. By encouraging competi- 
tion for the award in Israel, he said, 
Revlon can open new horizons for 
talented designers waiting for recog- 
nition. The contest will bring Israeli 
fashion to greater world attention, 
be added, because Golden E.ye 
award winners are promoted inter- 
nationally by Revlon. 

Joseph Steiner, general manager 
of Revlon Israel, said he wants a 
committee to determine whether 
there is room for this kind of com- 
petj ton in a country the size of Israel . 
He himself thinks there is. and 
would like to present the first Israel 
Golden Eye award at the close of the 
winter Fashion Week in February. 

Aware that some of the country’s 
best designers do not participate in 
Fashion Week, both Scifoni and 
Steiner said that the ground rules for 
the competition in Israel do not have 
to be identical with those in Italy.

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Many Egyptians chip in to help 
reduce the $31b. national debt 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Small note by 
small note, Egyptians are respond- 
ing to President Hosni Mubarak's 
call for personal donations to help 
settle the country’s foreign debt, 
estimated by western economic ex- 
perts at S31 billion. 

In a televised speech Mubarak 
said last week: “I am asking every 
honest citizen to contribute to set- 
tling Egypt's debts... the problem 
cannot be solved without full popu- 
lar participation." 

Within 24 hours, staff at the minis- 
tries of economy and foreign affairs 
pledged to contribute. The foreign 
ministry said its staffers in Cairo 
were donating three days' pay, while 
Egyptian diplomats abroad would 
give an undisclosed percentage of 
their monthly salaries in badly- 
needed hard currency. 

Employees at the economy minis- 
try said they would donate 10% of 
their November salaries. 

Newspapers announced details of 
four bank accounts, in local and 
foreign currencies, opened by the 
government for contributions not 
only towards paying off the debts but 
also to help subsidize basic commod- 
ities. 


The government subsidizes basic 
commodities like bread, electricity 
and petrol, spending much more 
than the economic aid it receives 
from the U.S., its main donor. 

In his speeach opening a new 
session of Parliament, Mubarak 
sounded alarm bells over falling hard 
currency earnings from oil, remitt- 
ances by Egyptians working abroad 
and the Suez Canal. He added that 
the population increases by one mil- 
lion every nine months. 

He called especially for govern- 
ment measures to encourage ex- 
patriate workers to transfer more of 
their savings home through official 
channels, rather than through the 
black market or “unrealistic invest- 
ments.” 

Only last August. Economy 
Minister Sultan Abu Ali said the 
situation was not that serious and 
rejected a proposal by a conference 
of Egyptians working abroad that 
the government should start a fund- 
raising campaign. 

Egyptians interviewed last night 
on state-run television said they 
agreed with Mubarak that they must 
work harder and export more.' 


5% rise in shipping costs seen

TEL AVTV. - T rading in shares and 
bonds turned mixed yesterday, with 
volume in the share marker slacken- 
ing .off. Treasury bills were more 
active due to a bout of selling in the 
bills due to expire next week. 

Although the main share indices 
were all but unchanged, and despite 
the continuing handsome lead of 
advancing issues over declining 
ones, the immediate prospect in the 
“free" share share sector is for lower 
prices. This must be the conclusion 
according to the most reliable lead- 
ing indicators, the investment com- 
panies. While real estate and com- 
merce shares gained fractionally and 
the industrials index held steady, the 
investment companies dropped by 
over 1%. 

In the indusrialsector. the electro- 
nics group was the worst performer 
after food and tobacco companies. 
The reason for this is the sharp drop 
of 7.2% in Clal Electronic Indus- 
tries. a major shareholder in Scitex. 
After having remained strangely im- 
pervious on Sunday to the sharp 
drop in the Scitex stock over the 
weekend. Clal Electronics finally 
reacted yesterday. Discount Invet- 
ments. another main shareholder, 
actually rose on Sunday and was 
unchanged yesterday. 

In the Treasury bill sector, an 
unusual occurrence was the concen- 
tration of 90% of the IS 13.3 billion 
total volume in the series maturing 
next week. The yield rose slightly, 
showing that the selling pressure had 
been absorbed by the Bank of Israel. 

It was not clear why such .1 re- 
latively large amount was being 
offered so close to redemption date.

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While the world watches 


IT IS A HARDY soul that would predict a breakthough, or 
anything like it, emerging from the American-Soviet summit in 
Geneva. 

The 1 test of success in the discussions today and tomorrow 
between Ronald Reagan and Mikhail Gorbachev will be rather 
modest: not any major step on the road to the establishment of 
peace on earth, but Only some movement towards limiting the 
threat of a global nuclear conflagration. Even that will not 
come easily, for both leaders are hardened political operators 
who command - even though in radically different ways - the 
support of their domestic constituencies. Yet in addition both 
of them must, in displaying any readiness for accommodation, 
look over their shoulders for reactions by their more diehard 
backers. 

The leak of a secret message from Caspar Weinberger, the 
U.S. defence secretary, to Mr. Reagan, urging the president to 
stand his ground in Ge'neva. has raised a storm in America. But 
in fact it blew the lid on what had been known all along: that the 
Pentagon is dead set against any concessions to the Russians on 
arms control and the Strategic Defence Initiative. According to 
reports from Moscow. Mr. Gorbachev is not dissimilarly being 
pressed by the new No. 2 in the Kremlin, Yegor Ligachev, 
leader of the conservative faction, to resist any change or 
concession, whether at home or abroad, that might weaken 
Soviet power and authority. 

Yet' plainly if any measure of mutual understanding, even 
short of specific agreement, is to result from this summit, it 
must be based on both sides giving way. however minimally. 

From the Soviet point of view, the main issue in Geneva is 
SDI - popularly known as “Star Wars" - which, even without 
providing the U.S. with a foolproof defence against a nuclear 
missile attack, could, or so the Kremlin fears, wreck the Soviet 
Union as a super-power. For the Soviet Union could not answer 
the U.S. in the same coin: that would spell utter bankruptcy for 
an already pathetically backward economy. 

The Soviet response to SDI has thus been double-edged: to 
threaten a massive buildup of offensive nuclear armaments that 
would, at a far lower cost, enable the Soviets to pierce SDI’s 
protective shield - and, at the same time, to offer massive 
reductions in Soviet offensive forces in return for America’s 
suspension of SDI. 

The latter is the deal that Mr. Gorbachev will presumably try 
to sell Mr. Reagan during their Geneva meeting. There is. 
however, no chance that the president will agree to scrap 
deployment of his pet project for anything less than near total 
Soviet nuclear disajrmament. Even if he treats SDI as mainly a 
negotiating chip, as he has been urged by some of his advisers to 
do. he will doubtless drive as bard a bargain as possible. 

Some of Mr. Reagan's more hawkish aides are reported to 
have been telling him that Mr. Gorbachev desperately needs a 
gain in Geneva for domestic reasons, and will therefore be 
dealing from a position of weakness. But in that case, the last 
thing the Soviet leader will care to do is to confirm his - 
meaning the Soviet system’s - feebleness. Mutual obduracy 
would only assure that the Geneva summit would go down in 
history as a failure. And that neither man wants. 

The price of America’s reconsideration of at least the pace of 
SDI might, of course, include the Kremlin’s revision of its 
policy of territorial expansion. That would be hard for Mr. 
Gorbachev to grant, if only because such expansion is the 
means whereby the Soviet Union demonstrates to its satellites 
that communism is still the wave of the future, and that 
resistance to it is futile. 

Yet a practical deal on this issue, too, is not impossible. Mr. 
Gorbachev will not underwrite a “rollback" of world commun- 
ism. but he might, for example, consent to Soviet troop 
withdrawal from Afghanistan in exchange for American ack- 
nowledgment of the special Soviet interest in that country, 
coupled with Soviet recognition of the special U.S. interest in 
Central America. 

Any such give-and-take will involve infinite difficulties. In 
any case, Mr. Reagan is not likely to leave Geneva renouncing 
his belief that the Soviet Union is an empire of evil, nor Mr. 
Gorbachev his conviction that the U.S. is a citadel of reaction- 
ary imperialism. But both of them may - just may -decide that, 
if mutually assured destruction is one of the alternatives open to 
them, detente, by whatever name, is preferable. 

Humanity will be thankful for that small favour. 


Minister for what? 


EVER SINCE it was set up. critics have argued that Israel does 
not need a separate Tourism Ministry . The action of the present 
minister, who chose to be abroad during one of the most 
important international tourism gatherings ever held in Jeru- 
salem, is perhaps the best argument to date for abolishing the 
ministry. 

Skal, the international association of travel professionals, is 
nominally a fraternal organization, dedicated only to good 
fellowship and the breaking down of international barriers to 
travel everywhere. But everyone concerned is well aware that 
any venue for Skal's annual meeting of travel agents, hoteliers, 
airline executives and others in the travel business can expect a 
tremendous boost in incoming tourism, if the delegates enjoy 
themselves. 

The ministry, and the various branches of the industry, every 
year spend huge sums just to bring the kind of people who this 
week came to Jerusalem at their own expense for the 46th 
International Skal Congress. 

Indeed Tourism Minister Avraham Sharir himself recog- 
nized this when he addressed Skal in Paris last year and 
promised that he too would do all he could to make the 
gathering a success. Unfortunately, while Skal meets in Jeru- 
salem this week Mr. Sharir is in the U.S., officially to speak for 
the UJA. to inspect Tourism Ministry offices and to meet with 
members of the Prime Minister's Task Force for reviving the 
economy. 

It is difficult to believe that Mr. Sharir deliberately set out to 
miss this gathering which is so important to his ministry. Yet 
what else is there to believe? Mr. Sharir has much, therefore, 
for which to answer. Surely such dereliction, irresponsibility, or 
plain obtuseness by a minister in the exercise of his duties 
deserves to be treated no less severely than a minister who 
denigrates the premier. 

Luckily there are others, many others, who have worked 
long hours to make the Skal gathering interesting and memor- 
able for the delegates.

WS JUST THE MENTION of 
jfikfl the name Grossinger’s 
causes many New York 
Jews’ mouths lo water. The famous 
kosher Catskill Mountain resort, 
founded by the late Jennie Grossin- 
ger, was the “in" place for summer 
vacations, specializing in its blint- 
zes and borscht. Recently, the family 
sold the 71-year-old landmark for $9 
million to a group of investors who 
plan to invest $4 million more to 
rehabilitate the place. Apparently,

Jersey. The new owners will build

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DESPITE the official disappoint- 
ment with October’s consumer price 
index (CPI) rising by well over 4 per 
cent, the economic policy instituted 
on July 1 has succeeded in slashing 
the monthly rate of inflation from 24 
per cent to 4.7 per cent, and that is a 
major achievement. 

It is too early yet to assert with 
certainty that the runaway inflation 
has been broken for good - after all, 
low CPI ratings were also achieved 
temporarily during last winter's 
package deals. 

But there are signs that the pre- 
sent achievement is beginning to 
have an effect on the public’s infla- 
tionary psychology. The vast major- 
ity of us have much less money to 
spend; and most of us have stopped 
buying because of the expectation 
that next month's, next week's or 
even tomorrow’s prices will be high- 
er. With all due respect to psycholo- 
gy, simply not having enough money 
is a tremendous incentive to re- 
sponsible behaviour. 

When one considers how this first 
victory in the war against inflation 
was achieved, one cannot but give 
credit where it is due before going on 
to consider some of the remaining 
problems and dangers. 

How to deal with inflation was 
never a secret: dry up excess de- 
mand, primarily by slashing real in- 
come and breaking the automatic 
cost-of-living index link. The prob- 
lem was always how to apply these 
seemingly simple economic re- 
medies and yet manage to overcome 
their deadly political side-effects. In 
short, how to cut people’s incomes 
and still get them to vote for the 
political leaders and parties re- 
sponsible for doing just that. 


such a sinful thought to enter their 
minds. 

Credit - nay, a vote of thanks, - is 
also due to U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz for providing the 
multi-billion dollar safety net that 
has enabled the Israel government to 
deal with inflation while keeping the 
even more serious problem of our 
catastrophic foreign-reserves situa- 
tion in abeyance. It is ironic in this 
connection to recall the fulminations 
of American Jewish leaders against 
Shultz, as being pro- Arab as a hold- 
over from his previous employment 
with the Bechtel Corporation, when 
he replaced Alexander Haig three 
years ago. 

But. above all, credit is due to the 
Israel public. Just imagine how any 
other population would have reacted 
to a politically decreed cut of 20-30 
per cent in real income? Despite our 
natural masochistic and self- 
flagellating tendencies, we are basi- 
cally a very responsible people. Eli- 
citing that sense of public responsi- 
bility usually requires courageous 
and credible political leadership, a 


four difficult months we did not even 
begin to deal with basic distortions in 
the economy. 

□ It is characteristic of the Israeli 
economy that, despite the brave 
words to the contrary of our political 
and economic leaders, production 
sectors are suffering much more than 
the inflated service sectors. Unem- 
ployment is growing primarily in our 
factories, and not in the public ser- 
vices, where all the talk of slashing 
redundant workers in the civil ser- 
vice by tbe thousands has come to 
nought. 

□ Distribution of the economic 
burden has been profoundly un- 
equal. Despite the ostensible social- 
ist proclivities of the Labour Party, 
and the populism of Herut - the two 
major components of our broad gov- 
ernment of no alternative - it is the 
wage-earners, and especially tbe 
poorest among them, who have been 
hit the hardest. The principle that 
one does what is easiest to do has 
been observed. For all the political 
risks involved, it has apparently 
been easieT to strike at real income 
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With all due respect to 
psychology, simply not having 
enough money is a tremendous 
incentive to 
responsible behaviour’ 


PRIME MINISTER Shimon Peres 
and Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar deserve full credit for 
daring to take the political risks 
entailed in cutting real income for 
the vast majority of their consti- 
tuents; for daring to challenge the 
holy cow of the automatic linkage of 
wages to tbe cost-of-living index; 
and for countenancing a steady but 
unavoidable growth in unemploy- 
ment in spite of their repeated de- 
nials that they would ever permit 


commodity in short supply in recent 
years. 


BEFORE this self-congratulation 
goes to our heads. It would be well to 
remember that the war against infla- 
tion is not yet won. The low CPI 
achieved temporarily in last winter's 
package deals were followed by a 
roller-coastering of inflation by mid- 
summer. 

Even more ominous: inflation is 
the easiest of the basic economic 
problems facing us, and in the past

□ It is still too early to determine 
whether the recently highly publi- 
cized exploits of the income tax 
authorities against pop singers and 
football stars presage a return of the 
income tax system from the dead. 

□ Nothing serious has been done 
about our low productivity. This 
endemic ill makes it difficult for most 
of our products to compete in the 
international marketplare without 
tbe aid of governmental supports. 


a The national budget does not yet 
express a clear choice of considered 
priorities. Budget cutting to date has 
been dictated primarily by political 
convenience. 

IN THE short terra, however, the 
greatest danger to continued success 
in the war on inflation lies in the 
interface between politics and eco- 
nomics. It is no secret that two 
previous attempts to fight inflation 
(by the Likud’s two Yigael's. Hur- 
vitz and Coben-Orgad) were cut 
short for election campaign econo- 
mics in 1981 and 1984. 

If one can be certain of anything in 
the coming year, it is the prospect of 
elections in the spring or early sum- 
mer. Whatever interim government 
is in office during the election cam- 
paign, it must not fritter away the 
gains made since last July. While the 
expression of such a hope may sound 
naive, there is a basis for such hope. 

The public is profoundly aware of 
the sacrifices it has already made to 
achieve the temporary successes in 
the war on inflation; and the con- 
tending politicians may prove equal- 
ly aware of the danger to their elec- 
toral future in openly squandering 
those gains. 

Prime Minister Peres’s great sensi- 
tivity to his image in terms of credi- 
bility is file last year and more 
may make him contin ue with a policy 
of economic responsibility even in 
the midst of an election campaign , to 


maintain his hard- won image. 

The key to economic respowaffi. 
ity during such a campaigrfvs^ 
seem to lie in not temptingTihe- 
human weaknesses of our poTitie&g 
too much. It is essential, even ati&B 
early date, that politicians preparing 
for next year’s elections pers&fe 
themselves that now is the tinift s. 
decide to reduce the txaditwnaffcw- 
to five-month-long campaiga fe a 
maximum of two months.. 

There has never been any sfeirieto 
the overlong campaigns that jjavt 
become the norm with us. Thena®-; 
ral fear of the unloiown of. the 
parties and campaign manages 
militates for a maximum postpone 
ment of the electoral day af jpdge- 
ment. 

The Israel electorate today & 
more volatile in its ealculatiotis titan 
ever before. Whatever thejxflte 
clans will do in five months to woo m 
to their side can certainly be done b 
two months. And clearly a two- 
month campaign will be that .much 
less ruinous economically than a 
four- or five-month campaign. 

Politicians who have shown, the 
courage to cut incomes by one- ‘ 
quarter should certain/y be able 
screw up similar courage and re 
ability to cut the direct and in 
costs of our electoral democracy.

SOLUTION FOR ETHIOPIAN JEWS 


WHO SPEAKS FOR THE ETHIOPIAN IMMIGRANTS? 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - Israel’s Chief Rabbinate is to 


Sir, - Israel’s Chief Rabbinate is to 
be congratulated for its revolution- 
ary solution to the problem of 
alleged mamzerui possibly existing 
among some Ethiopian Jews. 

If this reader understood correct- 
ly, as explained by Yedidya Atlas 
("Rabbinical perspective”- Novem- 
ber 8), the solution is tantamount to 
giving immersion in tbe mikveh, the 
power of baptism. Until now, mik- 
veh washed away certain impurities 
but could not affect the personal 
status of a Jew. It could change the 
personal status of a non-Jew only, 
with tbe non-Jew’s past religious life 
washed away. Mamzerut - halachic 
illegitimacy - was absolutely irrev- 
ersible: nothing could be done about 
it; the matnzer could never many a 
(non-mamzer) Jew. 

Now. we are told that the Chief 
Rabbinate has determined that there 
is some mamzerut among the Ethio- 
pian Jews as a community, but it 
cannot pinpoint exactly who is and 
who is not. The innovative solution: 
to put everyone (by definition, mam- 
zerim and non -mamzerim) through 
the mikveh (plus an oral declara- 
tion). And lo and behold: everyone 
who emerges from that mikveh has 
the stain of mamzerut washed away. 


One wonders why a simpler solu- 
tion was not applied. A number of 
years ago, the great halachic author- 
ity Rabbi Moshe Feinstein proposed 
an answer to the problem of possible 
technical mamzerut in the countries 
of the West. There, a large portion 
of the Jewish population does not 
bother with Jewish religious divorce. 
Thus, the offspring of the woman's 
second (and subsequent) marriages 
are technically mamzerim. The Fein- 
stein response: consider all non- 


Ortbodox weddings as no weddings 
at all. Since these are now to be 
considered liaisons and not mar- 
riages, no get (religious divorce) is 
needed. 

Although the non-Orthodox com- 
munities did not hasten to embrace 
this approach, it would appear to be 
ready-made for the current dilem- 
ma. On what is the Ethiopian hash- 
ash mamzerut based? It is based on 
the lack of divorce documents that 
accord with current traditional prac- 
tice. But the Ethiopian ketuba (mar- 
riage document) is also different 
from our ketuba (as is the wedding 
ceremony itself). Would it not be 
less radical - and require no humi- 
liating (in this special context) act on 
the part of the Ethiopians? (No 
action at all would be required of the 
Ethiopian Jews.) Surely the Chief 
Rabbinate and its counsellors are 
aware of this tshuva . Is it possible 
that this simple, available solution 
has not been implemented because 
what is sought, at bottom, is a sym- 
bolic acknowledgement of the power 
of the Chief Rabbinate? 

One wonders also whether the 
existence of the official hierarchical 
Rabbinate is not actually responsible 
for the crisis. How? In the absence of 
a hierarchical monopoly, the Ethio- 
pians would simply choose those 
(Orthodox) rabbis who have no 
problems with the Ethiopians’ Jew- 
ish status, and arrange their mar- 
riages with them. A pluralism of 
religious authorities has always been 
the Jewish way. Perhaps we should 
remind ourselves that the Chief Rab- 
binate historically is a non-Jewisb 
invention, whose purpose was to 
make it simpler far Diaspora rulers 
to control their Jewish subjects.

Sir, - It is obvious from the con- 
tents of Arieh Sherman’s letter, 
“Tbe Beta Yisrael” (October 29), 
that Mr. Sherman is a novice to the 
subject he is dealing with. There- 
fore. we would like to set the record 
straight on several issues mentioned 
in his letter. 

First, any claims made by any 
group to represent the entire Ethio- 
pian Jewish community are absurd. 
It is too early in our aliya for any 
defined popular leadership to have 
emerged. Any group can bring out 
large numbers on such crucial issues 
as symbolic conversion, rescue, or 
problems in absorption. Hitahdut 
Olei Ethiopia held two one-day de- 
monstrations during this past year, 
protesting these very issues. Both 
were attended by Ethiopian ohm 
from all over the country. The first, 
in January 1985, attracted over 200 
demonstrators, and tbe second, in 
March 1985, was attended by 600, 
despite rainy weather. 

At this most recent demonstration 
opposite Heichal ShJomo, the Beta 
Yisrael did not, by any stretch of the 
imagination, represent all of the in- 
dividuals who attended. Rather, 
Ethiopian olim spontaneously used 
this as an opportunity to publicly 
protest a sensitive and painful issue, 
in their desperation to find a digni- 
fied solution. 

Second, there is very little demo- 
cracy in the way the Beta Yisrael 
conducts its affairs. It is a well- 
known fact among those familiar 
with the inside workings of the de- 
monstration that the Beta Yisrael 
resorted to tactics of coercion, using 
threats of violence against those who 
would not agree with their views or 


cooperate with their way of. handling 
the situation. Similarly they put 
great pressure upon some of the 
kessim, for the same reasons. 

There are many group® advocat- 
ing the cause of Ethiopian Jewry. 
Recently we, of the Hitahdut, have 
made 1 attempts to bring all these 
group® together, including the vad- 
fdm (established members) of the 
community. The Beta Yisrael flatly 
rejected invitations to join this 
effort. 

The demonstration estranged the 
Ethiopians from the religious com- 
munity in Israel, an important ele- 
ment of Ethiopian Jewish absorp- 
tion. Rigidity on the issue of symbo- 
lic conversion could, taken to an 
extreme, lead to the total segrega- 
tion and isolation of Ethiopian Jewry 
from the rest of Israeli society and 
the Jewish people, to the detriment 
of our people. This is why we, of the 
Hitahdut, are willing to explore 
many avenues to creatively solve this 
most delicate question in a way that 
would satisfy all sides involved. 


Third, contrary to what Mr. Sbet- . 
man was told by the Beta Yisrael, j 
our membership is large, and nation- j 
al. We have an executive committee j 
made up of democratically elected i 
representatives of different regions j 
who handle planning and organizing^ 
projects, finances,, and public reia- i 
tions. Also contrary to what Sher- 
man was told, the sole criterion for 
membership is to be an Ethiopian 
Jewish oleb. Hitahdut Olei Ethiopia 
has a membership that includes all 
ages and strata. 

We have always fought to find ; 
effective solutions in the areas of 
rescue, symbolic conversion and 
problems in absorption. We desire a 
successful and complete integration 
of Ethiopian Jews into Israeli society 
and the Jewish world community.

Legally, Kahane’s party 
is legitimate until the courts rule 
otherwise , and an attack on him is no 
less a partisan attack, and no more a 
public service, than an attack on the 
Labour Party or Likud by those who 
happen to oppose them. 

As the rabbis say. justice must not 
be pursued by unjust means, and 
similarly democracy cannot be pre- 
served by undemocratic practices.
